Closest prior art would seem to be the document 
DE-A-35 30 861 since it shows an inside door element for 
a motor vehicle door and describes the features of the 
preamble of claim 1. 



Problem: to provide an inside door element for a motor 
vehicle door which uses simple means to be able to ensure 
an effective and low-cost means of safeguarding against 
intrusion . 



Solution: by the characterizing features of claim 1, 
according to which the covering is integrally formed on 
the outside of the inside door element. 



No indications can be found in the searched prior art 
with regard to designing the known inside door ■ element in 
such a manner. 

The subject matter of claim 1 meets all of the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(2), (3) and (4).
